V’ • vi ; v/ 3 , mandatory reviews under E.O. 11652 and Freedom of Information Act 
requests. (L9 tier Stansfied Turner to James B. Rhoads, 1 December 1973.)

Security Oversight Office. If it is absolutely necessary to mark a 
document with a date for next review, a date ten years later, is acceptable.
